BOMBAY, May 21. — With 
the Nationalist assault upon 
British sovereignty in India 
rapidly reaching its climax, 
the country seethed with un­ 
rest today as plans went for­ 
ward for new raids upon the 
government 
salt 
depot 
at 
Pharasana, where Mrs. Saro- 
jini 
Naidu, 
the 
self-styled 
‘‘modern Joan of Arc" and 
scores of others were arrest­ 
ed in a bloody clash between 
independents and police ear­ 
lier in the day. 
Iratest report* from Dharasana. 
now tho focal point of tho Nation 
•Hat "passive rebellion." stated that 
V. J. Patol, secretary of the Indian 
N ationalist congress, had arrived 
there to carry’ forward the banner 
of independence which fell from 
Mrs. Naidu’a hands when she was 
taken into rustov^r. 
The "passive resistance'' of the 
N ationalists changed suddenly to­ 
day into guerilla warfare. 
More 
than 1,500 raiders, led by the cour­ 
ageous woman, attacked the salt 
depot, first trying to uproot the 
electrified 
barbed wire 
entangle­ 
m ents which had been erected and 
then attem pting to break through 
th e lines of police and troops to 
lea ch the Bait pans. 
Time after time, groups of raid 
era were beaten back by the police, 
who In order to avoid bloodshed, 
used no weapons savo their bam­ 
boo batona. 
Many of the raiders 
w ere 
severely 
cut 
and 
bruised, 
how ever, at least tw enty of them 
T*Quiring hospital treatment. 
The battle, one of the most pro­ 
longed and serious since Mahatma 
Gandhi launched his ‘"passive re­ 
sistance" 
campaign 
weeks 
ago, 
lasted almost tw o hours When the 
raiders finally were repelled, scores 
had been taken Into custody. In 
eluding Mrs. Naidu and Man!

Adjournment June 15 Is 
Goal;; Wet, Dry Bills 
Ignored 


W A S H IN G T O N , May 21 
H ouse 
leaders today clamped the lid on 
new controversial legislation, with 
the result that radical wet and dry 
bills as well as many other m eas­ 
ures of importance apparently are 
doomed for the present session 
With adjournment now 
predict­ 
ed before June 15, Representative 
Tilson of Connecticut. Republican 
house leader, and Representative 
Snell (R) of New York, chairman 
of the rulea committee, declared 
that few new proposals would be 
laid before the house. 
The house program calls for the 
passage 
of 
the 
Snell 
resolution 
creating a com m ittee to Investigate 
Communism the German debt set 
t lenient 
bill 
In 
accordance 
with 
the Young plan. Muscle Shoals, and 
a bill setting 
hp a fu lltim e fed 
eral water power commission, ap­ 
propriation and qjlnor bills. "It Is 
not likely that any other measures 
highly controversial 
will 
be con­ 
sidered at this stage of the se s­ 
sion.” said Tilson. 
"If the house ! 
Judiciary 
comm ittee 
reports 
that 
some additional federal Judges are 
needed 
to relieve 
congestion 
in 
federal courts, that will be given 
attention, but I doubt tf other bills 
making 
radical 
changes 
in 
the 
court system can be passed."

among the prohibition bills which 
Tilson does not expect to be con­ 
sidered.

The Norris resolution to abolish 
"lame duck" sessions of congress, 
passed by the senate, is expected 
to be submerged In the wind-up. 
"Many 
controversial 
measures 
can well go over until the session 
next winter." said Tllaon. "I be 
lieve they can be better considered 
after the elections. 
"I firmly believe there already 
are too many laws, and the 
less 
legislation the better as a general 
rule. W e have pretty well adhered 
to this principle this session ”
